Report, is the state-level “report card” about public schools. 
It parallels, to a great extent, the content of the mandatory 
district-level reports. It also includes information intended to 
satisfy federal reporting requirements under the No Child Left 
Behind Act. 


The purpose of this report and the district-by-district 
profiles is to give parents, teachers and school officials, 
policymakers and the public a consistent, easy-to-use 
summary of vital statistics about Missouri’s public education 
system, prekindergarten to grade 12. All statistics in this report 
are from the 2008-09 school year (concluding June 30, 2009).
